The corn crop is pract .iy all 
cribbed in good condition. Very 
few correspondents consider the 
quality more than an average. Even 
from the counties where the yield 
is reported largest complaints are 
made that the weight is not in pro- 
portion to bulk. The late corn in 
particular is of inferior quality. 

The yield per acre averages 27 
bushels, which is 1 bushel less than 
the normal average yield. The num- 
ber of acres grown in the State for 
1896, as shown by reports of Coun- 
ty Assessors, is 2,473,321, as against 
1,982,660 grown in 1896. 

The features of the hemp crop, 
so far as developed, are an average 
damage of 8 per cent, from "broom 
rape" and a still further damage in 
shock of 7 per cent, from excessive 
rains. 

Ten correspondents report the 
quality good; two report it an av- 
erage, while two consider it bad. 
The defect most generally cited is 
a coarseness of growth and a con- 
sequent deterioration in quality of 
fibre. 

The average yield per acre is 
1,046 pounds. 

The condition of feeding hogs 
averages 97, which is a consider- 
able improvement since last report. 
81 correspondents report hogs heal- 
thy and free from contagious dis- 
eases, while 65 report hog cholera 
prevailing. 

In Logan county hogs are re 
ported as dying from a new and 
very fatal disease. When first at- 
tacked they become stiff and final 
ly die in convulsions. 

Other classes of live stock are 
reported in generally good condi- 
tion Pastures have held up re- 
markably well ; very little feeding 
being necessary as yet. 

Lung fever is reported as pre- 
valent among horses in Logan 
county, in many cases proving fa- 
tal. The supply of horses is gen- 
erally considered in excess of the 
demand, and the price prevailing 
is unsatisfactory. For sheep, cat- 
tle and hogs the demand is fully up 
to the supply. 

The over-supply of horses and 
how to dispose of them is u serious 
problem in many sections. 

The period of high temperature 
that prevailed during November 
was very injurious to fruit buds, 
notably peaches, cherries and 
plums. These buds have swelled 
to such an extent that they cannot 
withstand the full measure of cold. 
Apples and pear buds also show the 
effect of the forcing weather, but 
they are hardy at a lower tempera- 
ture than we may ordinarily expect 
in this latitude. The present out- 
look is not flattering for stone fruit 
to say the least, while in the case 
of apples and pears there is yet no 
ground for serious apprehension.

Omnipotence sheathed in a 
human bo.lv. Omniscience hidden in a 
human heart, Kvcrlasting harinouies 
subdued into a human voice. Uoyalty 
en masque f'randcurs of Heaven in 
earthly disguise. 

My subject also impresses me with 
how people put on masks and how the 
Lord tears them off. It was a terrible 
moment in the history of this woman af 
Tirz.ah w hen the prophet accosted her. 
practically saying: "I know- who you 
arc; y ou can not cheat me; you can not 
impose upon tne; why feignest thyself 
to be another?" She had a riglit to 
ask for the restoration of her son: she 
had no right to practice that false- 
hood. It is never riglit to do wrong. 
Sometimes you may be able 
to conceal an affair: it is 
not necessary to tell everything. 
There is a natural pressure to 
the lips which seem to indicate that 
silence sometimes is right; but, for 
double dealing, for moral sliutllitig, for 
counterfeit, and for sham. I led has 
nothing but anathema and exposure. 
He w ill tear off the lie. He w ill rip up 
the empiricism. He will scatter the 
ambuscade. There are people who are 
just rrady to be duped. They seem to 
be waiting to be deceived. They be- 
lieve in ghosts; they saw one themselves 
once. They heard something strange 
in an uninhabited house, doing along 
the road one night, something ap- 
proached them in w hite and crossed the 
road. They would think it very disas- 
trous to count the number of carriages 
at a funeral. They heard in a neigh- 
lior's house something that portended 
death in the family. They say it is a 
sure sign of evil if a bat fly into the 
room on a summer night, or they see 
the moon over the left shoulder. They 
would not for the world undertake any 
enterprise on Kriday. forgetful of the 
fact that if they look over the calendar 
of the world they will see that Kriday 
has been the most fortunate day- in all 
the history of the world. 

As near as I can tell, looking over 
the calendar of the world's history, 
more grand, bright, beautiful things 
have happened on Kriday than any- 
other day of the week. They would 
not begin anything on Kriday. They 
would not for the world go back to the 
house for anything after they had 
once started. Such people are ready- 
to be duped. Ignorance comes along, 
perhaps in the disguise of medio. il 
science, and carries them captive; 
for there are always men who have 
found some strange and mysterious 
w eed in some strange place, and pluck- 
ed it in the moonshine, and then they 
cover the boaril fence with the adver- 
tisements of "elixir," and "panaceas," 
and "Indian mixtures," and "ineffable 
cataplasms," and "unfailing disinfect- 
ants," and "lightning salves," and ' in- 
stantaneous ointments," enough to 
stun and scarify and poultice and kill 
half the race.

A "QUID" OF TOBACCO. 

How a Small 1 litre Stopped Operation* 
oo a , r. , War S)htp. 
Lieut. Emlle Duboc tells rji amusing 
story of an event, which, he say, ccr- 
Uiuly led to the downfall of hydraulic 
machinery In the French service. A 
few years ago the authorities of a grea t 
firm were very much per- 
when tbe trials for turning tha 
turrets of a new battle ship, in the pre* 
cuer of the coin mi Iter appointed to take 
over the ship, were fuiluTts. A day or 
two before everything hsd fone satis- 
factorily. Hut now t he turret, after 
-aome ettghiwinoi etnents. stuck fast. 
The gauge* indieateil the normal pres- 
sure; there was nothing w roup witti 
the turret or with the racks for rotat- 
ing it; there was no perceptible leak 
in nny of the pipes, and it was so im- 
possible to assign any reason for the 
behavior of the turret that the com- 
mittee had to go home without seeing 
it revolve. That evening and the fol- 
lowing day a completo overhaul was 
made of the system of piping, and it 
wan then discovered that one small but 
important pipe was completely choked 
by a "quid" of chew ed tobacco, which a 
workman had doubtless let fall Into it 
inadvertently. When this was re- 
moved Uie turret worked aa well as 
ever, hut the disquietude caused by the 
want of success of the day before was 
only increased when it was discovered 
how insignificant the cause had been.

The following clipping, taken 
from the Danville Advocate, will 
be a valuable suggestion to Rath 
county people in the event that the 
county MMMiraa a part or nil of the 
turnpike-, to make them free of 
loll n«d to keep them in repair by 
tnxation. 

"Ti* the K.litorofThe Woodford Sun : 
•Since it is eharly tin- will of a ma- 
jority of the voters of Wo<xlford 
| county, as expressed at the recent 
■ -xi+m. to have trae turnpikoa. or 
th.- toll system so changed as to sils- 
I tain the pikes b> a property tax, it 
niav be of interest to the Sun's read- 
ers to l.-arn the plan now in operation 
in those States having free roads sus- 
tained by such tax. During t he past 
year Wvive writt. u to many of the 
turnpike officials in the North, and 
And there several plans In operation, 
hut the system that seems to give 
general satisfaction, and in use in 
some sections of Ohio, is possihly the 
umst practical^.' for this locality : 

•■Kaeh county has a Turnpike 
Board, or committee, consisting of 
on.- man from each locality, corre- 
sponding to our magisterial districts. 
This board meets annually and de- 
termines the number of perch of rock 
and other necessary repairs to be 
placed on each pike to keep it in a 
good state of repair for the current 
year. Having determined the ng- 
gri gate amount of work to be done, 
and after properly advertising, the 
work on each mile is leased to the 
lowest bidder ut puhlic auction. The 
bid on rock for repairs includes all 
necessary ditching for the protection 
of the road, and to he placed at such 
points as th<> superintendent may di- 
rect. Kaeh contractor enters into 
written MMMM with the Fiscal 
Court, and a duplicate contract is 
placed in the hands of the superin- 
tendent of pikes, who is required to 
give Ixind. it heing his duty to nieas- 
~jg | ure all rock and see that all the pro- 
visions of the contract Hre fulfilled. 
When partial payuienU are made, 
•r, ou completion of the work, the 
superintendent eertities tortile Dana 

Baa contract. 

•The alsive, in brief, is an outline 
of the plan of sustaining free roads 
in those sections where the reports 
show It isgiviiiggeueral satisfaction, 
and could easily he made to conform 
to the conditions in our county, our 
Fiscal Court performing the "duties 
of tie turnpike hoard. The duplicate 
contracts could be placed in Un- 
hands of the county superintendent 
of pikes, (who is electedby tjie Ma> 
pie or appointed hy the court,) win 
shall see that <>aeh contractor faith 
fully complies with all the provisions 
of his contract. 

"A large per cent, of the pikes will 
soon be placed, gratuitously, in the 
bands of our Fiscal Court. Boiik 
plan will have to be devised to sus- 
tain them.
